On this page is a photograph showing part of our large exhibit of tulips at the Pan-American Exposition. We planted there about fifty thousand 
bulbs, which when in Hower in May were a revelation to all who saw them, and which, as the Florists’ Review expressed it, was * the greatest display 
of tulips ever seen outside of Holland.” The varieties used in our exhibit were Artus, Joost van Vondel, Rosamundi Huykman, Bizard Verdict, Cardi- 
nal’s Hat, Duc van Tholl Scarlet, Wapen van Leiden, Couleur Ponceau, Rachel Ruisch, Alba Regalis, Cottage Maid, Keizerskroon, L’Immaculee, 
Brutus, Chrysolora, Duchesse de Parma, Crimson King, Standard Royal Silver, and Yellow Prince.

Nephrolepis Piersoni originated with us about three years ago. It was discovered among a lot of Boston Ferns, but whether it is an 
accidental seedling or a sport, we are not positive. Our attention was attracted by the tendency of the pinnz to divide. The plant was 
carefully watched, and it developed into this wonderful variation, the pinne of the frond subdividing, making perfect miniature fronds. The 
character of the frond is well shown in the photograph on this page, although the picture conveys but a slight idea of the grace and 
beauty of the feathery, plume-like fronds. which more nearly resemble the graceful ostrich plume than anything else in nature to which we 
can compare them. The photograph ofa plant on the last page gives a very good idea of the feathery, plume-like fronds, although one 
has to see a plant in growth to appreciate its beauty and value.
